ADDITIONAL FIGHTING 


PLANES BE BUILT

LONDON, April 1.—(&)— 


Great Britain and Franco 
embarked on a joint arma- 
ment race today to back up 
the allied might of the Brit- 
ish fleet and the 
French 


army with at least 3,000 
additional fighting planes 
in the next twelve months. 


Franco announced she will build 


1,500 planes during 1937 to rein- 
force the 3,000 to 4,000 first line 
fighting craft she already possess- 
es. 


How many planes Great Britain 


will build was a closely held 32 
cret of .iho air ministry but it is 
estimated that 1,750 were deliv- 
ered in the last fiscal year—just 
the start of the drive to have -,• 
600 first line planes in the air 
by the spring of 1939. 


April 1 Is a significant date In 


the air history of the two demou- 
racles whose World war alliance 
has been strengthened by the fact 
they are the only two nations in 
Western Europe who have steer- 
ed a middle course between com- 
munism and 
fascism. 


To Britain, today is memorable 


as the start of a fiscal year which 
will break all peace-time records 
for military 
expenditure on air- 


craft and the close of the first 
two years of the intensive drive 
to meet a rearming Germany Ir 
tho air as well as on land and 
sea.

PLEASANT? 


There's a popular notion 


that children 
like 
school 


better these days than their 
parent* did 
a 
generation 


ago. The New York Times 
suggests the reason when 
it describes 
contemporary 


schools as "without mem- 
ory 
work, 
without home 


work, 
without set 
tasks, 


with a minimum of play- 
grounds 
and 
swimming 


pools." Parents in a Long 
Island community are said 
to 
be 
demanding fewer 


"projects" and more drill 
in tlie 
"three R's." 
They 


think school has ceased to 
be school and is merely a 
continuous round of hob- 
bies and entertainment. 


It may be that Progres- 


sive Education has not yec 
been properly adapted to 
the true purpose and need:? 
of education, whatever they 
may be. 
Children 
today 


seem to have more practi- 
cal knowledge, self-reliance, 
wider interests, and so on, 
than their nearest ances- 
tors. At the same time, they 
seem to know less gram- 
mar, spelling and arithme- 
tic.' While some educators 
say it is of first importance 
to make them competent 
citizens am* of second im- 
portance to make them good 
spellers, others 
hold 
out 


for a combination of the 
two. That sounds like a sen- 
sible idea. 


NRA REVIVAL 


The ups and downs of 


NRA are interesting. It was 
popular, on the whole, when 
adopted in 1933. In May of 
1934 a national poll show- 
ed it supported by 55 per 
cent of the nation. The sup- 
port had sunk to 38 per 
cent in Jlay 1935, when it 
was outlawed by the Su- 
preme Court. 


From that bottom it start- 


ed up again, and successive 
polls by the same agency, 
the American Institute ot 
Public Opinion, have shown 
it rising to 44 per cent in 
September of 1936, 51 per 
cent in the following No- 
vember, and now 53 per 
cent. 


The NRA was surrender- 


ed rather easily, as an offi- 
cial system enforced by tha 
government, because it had 
serious defects and because 
it seenifcd to have served a 
transient purpose. But there 
were obviously 
many 
be- 


sides General Johnson who 
regretted its passing. Prin- 
ciples of orderly control in- 
troduced by 
it 
remained 


voluntarily 
in various in- 


dustries, trades and service 
groups, 


_ Latterly, as the 
quoted 


figures indicate, a eonsicl- 


, erablc bo.ly of public opin- 
ion is coming around again 
to the view that both for 
the general 
welfare, 
and 


for the sake of business it- 
self, there .should bo more 
systematic.

control 


than now exists, to thwart 
chiselers and insure a rea- 
sonably fair deal.

FAMOUS HOMESTAKE MINE LEADS 


TO PLOTS AND COUNTERPLOTS 


DENVER, March 31.-(m-Fabu- 


ons stories of gold stolen from tha 
world's largest mine, the Home- 
stake at Lead, S. D., led to under- 
world plots and counter-plots to 
obtain the loot, Rowland K. God- 
lard of the secret service said to- 
lay, announcing five men admitted 
hey tried unsucccsfully to obtain 
tho gold.

five men made arrangements for 
contacts with the actual thieves.

stole gold amalgam from the Home- 


stake mill in small quantities and 
stored it up." 


Gold amalgam Is a gold-mercury 


combination obtained during gold, 
refining. 


At the time of the arrests last

—(#")—The prison industries 
reorganization 
administra- 


tion 
recommended 
today 


four reforms in the Texas 
prison system. 


The board, publishing an 


exhaustive 
report 
on 
its 


survey of the states' penal sys- 
tem, urged (1) that prison indus- 
tries be expanded and diversified; 
(2) vigorous extension of the pres- 
ent building program; (3) expan- 
sion of training activities and fa- 
cilities, and (4) reorganization of 
tho parole and probation admin- 
istration. 
The board advocated, as part of 
Its first recommendation, a state 
law requiring tax-supported insti- 
tutions and agencies to buy from 
the prisons all needed goods which 
the prisons can produce. Its re- 
port said about 80 per cent of the 
1 penal population Is on the eleven 
prison farms, and that a majority 
of the able-bodied men are em- 
ployed in agricultural work. 
"Such activity is poor training 
for men destined 'to return to in- 
dustrial backgrounds," the report 
*, said. 


Cotton and Hosiery Mills. 
The 
principal 
recommendation 
to alter this situation was that a 
cotton textile 
mill and 
hosiery 


• knitting mill be erected. Detailed 
estimates prepared 
by H. Earl 
Gray, supervisor of Industries 
at 
Eastern state penitentiary In Phil- 
adelphia, were included in the re- 
port to show that the 
state-use 
market in Texas provides suffi- 
cient outlet for the industry. 
The building program was urg- 
ed to eliminate overcrowding and 
to provide ail farm units with ad- 
equate fireproof dormitories which 
meet accepted standards for pris- 
on housing. 
New concrete dormi- 
tories are crowded, the report said, 
adding that "obsolete, unsanitary 
wooden liretraps serve as dormi- 
tories in many of the camps, fill- 
ed with double-deck bunks placed 
so close as to almost touch each 
other." 
The report suggested that funds 
and facilities for continuance of 
the classification 
bureau, which 
has functioned under a grant by 
the 
Laura 
Spelman 
Rockefeller 
Foundation, should be provided by 
state appropriation. 
It described 
the work of the bureau at Hunts- 
vine as a "successful and most 
progressive 
experiment." 


Educational Activities Insufficient 


, 
Facilities 
and staff for cduca- 
•i tlonal activities are 
Insufficient, 
the report said, especially when 
contrasted with the work of the 
classification bureau. 
It urged a 
rehabilitation program to include 
immediate appointment of two as- 
sistant 
educational 
supervisors, 
• provision of adequate school fa- 
cilities and expansion of vocatlon- 
' al training 
activities. 


The administration recommend- 
ed modernization of probation anoV 
parole ssrvice by combining pro- 
bation supervision and parole se- 
lection in the hands of the board 
of pardons and paroles, and by 
enactment of a new probation law 
and amendment of the present law 
tenclng law. 
Under the latter it 
suggests "sufficient imprisonment 
of serious offenders; early release 
of those who do not require long 
terms; 
considerable 
spread 
be- 
tween 
minimum and 
maximum 
terms to allow parole supervision 
for a reasonable time; administra- 
tion of probation supervision and 
of parole selection and supervis- 
ion be placed under board of par- 
dons and paroles. 


The survey was made at the re- 
quest of the Texas prison board.

Texas oil has shown an increase

The 
speaker 
cited 
figures to 


show the oil Industry's contribu- 
tion to the economic life, of the 
stale. Hamon said that improve- 
ments in refining and that con- 
servation measures would prolong 
Lhe "tale's oil reserves, assuring 
the taxing units a source of In- 
come over a longer period. 


Hardship Upon Independents. 
Hamon warned, 
however, that
